Declined Other Offers. 
Ridgely is one of the most prom in­ 
ent men in the public eye today, and 
has reepatedly refused bank presi­ 
dencies. 
Shortly after tim failure 
of the Knickerbocker T rust company 
in New York. Ridgely was tendered- 
the presidency in the event of reor­ 
ganization, but declined it, as he also 
declined the presidency of a string 
I of banks which, in the course of re- 
j organization, it was planned to as­ 
sociate in New York. 
A Strong Institution 
The Bank of Commerce had a cap­ 
italization of $1,000,000 and $2,000,- 
000 of undivided profits. 
At the be­ 
ginning of the panic the bank had 
$33,000,6o of deposits and was con­ 
sidered one of the biggest and strong- 
; est banks in the northwest. 
At the 
time of the closing of the bank the 
deposits 
were only 
about 
$16,1 
000,000 or $17,000,000. 
Its failure 
was the only loud echo in the west 
of the collapse of the Wall street in­ 
stitutions, and there were days of 
anxiety for western bankers follow­ 
ing 
the 
disaster to an institution 
with correspondents throughout the 
entire country west of the Missis­ 
sippi.
